The Chrislian Epangeiüt of St. Louis, 
Mo., has the following to say in re feren ce 
to the power of Roman ism in this country : 

"The writer is no prophet, but it does 
not retjuire a special prophetic gift to en- 
able him to see that there is a great con- 
flict approaching this country — a rou flirt 
between Romanism and righteotisness. 
Romanism and Americanism are boundto 
clash, in fact are al ready clashing. Roine 
stands for superstition, foroppression, for 
ignorance, for special prívilcges lo favor- 
ed classes ; it stands opposcd to educa- 
tion, to free spee%h, to free thuught, to 
free action, to civil and religions liberty. 
America stands for all that is highest and 
best in the world to-day, for universal cd- 
ucation, for cqual rights to all, for un- 
trammclled conscicnces and niinds. Can 
these two, Light and Darkness abide, to- 
gether ? To ask the question is to answer 
it. One niust overcome the other, and 
the man who believes in the existence of 
a Cod and the final triumph of righteous- 
ness cannot be in doubt as to which side 
will prové victorious. America will 
triumph, but not without a strnggle. The 
struggle is coming, and it will noi be long 
ilulayed. The day is not far distant when 
every man will be couipelled to take his 
stand on one side or the other, and when 
there will be no place. for the weak-kneed, 
feeble-minded emascu lates who regard 
thcmselves as Protestants, but who nause- 
ate their brethren with their pare tic twad- 
dle about "Roine becoining morè liberal," 
"Americanizcd Romanism," and the Hke. 
As well talk about innocuous poison, um- 
brageous sun light or righteous d i ab oi ism. 
The conflict is coming, and it behoovcs 
every American who loves his native land 
to be ready for it." 

We are optinistic enough to have less 
fears than our brother, so far as i ni medi - 
ate danger is concerned, but it is well to 
sound the alarm before it is too late. 
There is no doubt just cause for alarm 
and some day Protestants will finrl them- 
selves in the hands of a terrible power 
from which il will be dífücult to wrest 
themselves.
